liOQlavUle, Ky., Oof 14. — The od- 
miniatrotion'a attitude toward foreign 
trade, the Wilson policy in Mexico and 
lie league covenant written at Ver- 
sailles were the special objectives of 
Senator Harding's assaults on the 
Democratic lines in hia campaigning 
today and tonight through the border- 
land of the solid South. 

Charging that "secret diplomacy" as 
practiced by Democratic oHiclal!=. liad 
kept American business men from 
learning of trade opportunities abroad, 
the Republican Presidential nominee 
declared the State' and Commerce de- 
partments muat be reprganlxed to give 
more active aid In developing com- 
merce with other nations. 

The President's Mexican policy he 
denounced as having brought distrust 
In Mexico and humiliation at home and 
he advocated a program of amicable 
relations to insure protection of 
American Interests on Mexican soil 
without interfering unduly In the In- 
ternal affairs of the Mexican republic.

Chicago, October 15. <- Information 
ahowing that $100,000 had been raised 
in Chicago to force out certain Federal 
prohibition agents and replace them 
with men susceptible to the influence 
of the alleged "whisky ring," has been 
obtained through three men arrested

today. 

The men were arrested on complaint 
of Andrew Pappas, a restaurant owner, 
who charged that he had been swin- 
dled out of lari,e sums of money 
riiroimii tiir a!ii-r,i "ring."

Russia, Lithuania, 
Poland, the Caucasus, JVrsia, Turkey— in all of these and many more 
lands the war horus blare, the guua roar, cities fall aud are sacked, 
men and women and children die. Famine and starvation are reap, 
ing hideous harvests. The situation in Irchmd is approximating that 
so long prevalent iu Mexico. Mandates conferred 4)y the authority of 
the Council of the League of Nations are imposed and enforced only 
throuf;h Ihr iiL'cncy (if war with all its accursed incidents. 

If the League of Nations was created to prevent war, if it was set 
up to become the clearing house for international jnstice, why in the 
rame of all the gods of pity and friends of mercy docs it not func- 
tion effectively now?
